Agreed Statement by the 
Board of Education. 


(BY THE PRESS—P.M.} 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7.—The 
Board of Education, through City At- 
torney William G. Burke, this after- 
noon submitted to United States Dist.- 
Atty. Robert T. Devlin a statement of 
facts bearing on the segregation of 
Japanese children in separate schools, 
which it is planned to make the basis 
of the legal action that the Federal 
government is to take to test the le- 


gality of the State statute under 
which the Board of weucation made 
its ruling. 


The statement of facts scenaiaiad to 
Devlin sets forth al] the facts and cir- 
cumstances leading up to the segre- 
gation of the Japanese, and is in the 
nature of an ultimatum from the local 
authorities, who declare their inten- 
tion of enforcing it. 

Devlin stated that it would be nec- 
essary for him to personally verify 
the facts as set forth, and said that, 
next Monday, he would be ready to 
state whether he could accept the 
Statement as a basis for legal action. 

TELEGRAPHED TO CAPITAL. 

The statement was immediately tel- 
egraphed to Washington, where it, is 
expected that it will be considered by 
Atty.-Gen. Moody. The Japanese gov- 


collected a mass of data in connection 
with the attendance -of Japanese 
school children in the schools of this 
city, some of which is at variance 
with the statistics of the Board of 
Education. To avoid the necessity of 
threshing out an enormous mass of 
evidence from both sides in the 
courts, the government is endeavoring 
to settle and agree with the local au- 
thorities upon certain «facts, which 
will be conceded by all parties. 

JAP COMPLAINANT. 

The complainant in the case is to be 
a Japanese pupil of the age of 10 
years, whu has been barred from the 
Redding primary school. 

The United States District Attorney 
stated his intention to submit the 
matter to the State Supreme Court. 
He would assign no reason for choos- 
ing this court instead of a Federal 
‘court, other than an intimation that 
he preferred to have the matter de- 
cide@ by the judiciary of the State 
where it is in dispute. 

STATEMENT OF FACTS. 


The proceedings to be begun in the 
State Supreme Court. by Devlin, hav- 
ing for their object the setting aside 
of the resolutions of the Board of Ed- 
ucation which provides for the segre- 
ygation of the Japanese attending pub- 
lic schools, will be based on the fol- 
lowing statement of facts: 

“Tt is hereby agreed that the fol- 
lowing facts are true: 

“That the United States en ered into 
an agreement with the empire of 
Japan, which was concluded Novem- 
ber 22, 1894, the ratification of which 
was advised by the Senate with 
amendments, February 5, 1895, and 
which was ratified by the President of 
the United States February 15, 1895; 
that ratifications were exchanged 
March 21, 1895, and that the treaty’ 
was proclaimed March 21, 1895, which 
treaty is now in full force and effect. 

“Section 1662 of the Political Code of 
California provides as follows: 

“Trustees shall have the power to 
éstablish schools for Indian children 
and for children of Mongolian and 
Chinese descent. When such separate 
schools are established, Indian, Chi- 
nese or Mongolian children must not 


‘be admitted into any other school ex- 


cept in kindergartens, at the age of 4.” 
BOARD SEPARATES THEM. 

“October 11, 1906, the Board of Edu- 
cation of San Francisco adopted the 
following resolution: 

"Resolved, “That in accordance with 
Article 1, Section 1662, of the school 
law of California principals are hereby 
directed to send all Chinese, Japanese 
and Korean children to the Ortental 
public school on and after October 15, 
1906.” ” 

The document then states that a sep- 
arate school had been established for 
Orientals, which is conducted in all re- 
spects as are other public schools of 
the same grade; that trustworthy and 
competent teachers are in charge, and 
that the same educational privileges, 
rights and advantages are offered the 
Oriental children as are afforded the 
children of all other publi¢e schools. 

The statement sets forth that at the 
time of the passage of this resolution 
there were 93 Japanese children in at- 
tendance at the several public schools, 
39 of which were between the ages of 


that the children of all other foreign 
parentage other than Oriental, are not 
se ted in separate schools. The 
document continues: 

“The United States joins tn this 
statement of facts for the purpose 
of enforcing, so far as it hag to do, 
its obligations to the emptre of Japan 
arising from said treaty and of sec 
ing to the children of Japanese descent 
the additional advantages as are given 
to children of English, German, 
French, Italian and other European 
parentage and of preventing any dis- 
crimination being exercised against 
the children of Japanese descent, sub- 
jects of the empire of Japan. 

THE LEGAL QUESTION. 


“The legal question eters for de- 
termination is: . 

“(1.) Whether said ordinance of the 
board of education and the statue on 
which {t ts based Is or are within it- 
self or within themselves, or in its use 
or their operation, violative of the 
rights secured to the subjects of the 
empire of Japan by force and virtue 
of the treaty hereinabove referred to; 
and whether said defendant has been 
deprived of the same educational rights 
and privileges as the children of Eng- 
lish. German, French, Italian or of 
other European parentage, citizens of 
those respective governments, and resi- 
dents in the city and county of San 
Francisco, and whether said resolu- 
tions and statute creaté any discrimin- 
ation against Chinese, Japanese and 
Korean children, are violative of the 
treaty above referred to, (2.) Whether 
said treaty, insofar as it relates to the 
subject matter of this controversy, if 
It does so relate, valid.”

ANY MILLIONS 
FOR BUILDINGS. 


‘NSPECTOR BACKUS MAKES HIS 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


City Gains Almost Three Million 
Dollars Over Last Year's Record. 
Innevations Suggested for Adop- 
tion Here—Would Give a Fire Test 
to Reinforced Concrete Building. 


The annual report of the Depart- 
ment of Buildings was made yesterday 
by Chief Inspector of Bulldings J. J. 
Backus to the Board of Public Works. 
The report covers the fiscal year end- 
ing November 30. 

‘The total number of permits issued 
was $358, and the total cost of the 
buildings authorized by these permits 


$18,502,446. 


There were erected nine Class A steel 


were built, costing $1,270,400, and there 
were 248 Class B and C structures of 
brick, costing $2,684,467. 

Of Class D, frame buildings, there 
were 5662, and they cost $9,748,863. There 
Were twenty-six ‘municipal buildings 
erected. at a cost of $452,967. 


The city ned twenty-six churches, 
costing : 

There were 860 and. stables 
built. costing $142, and ts

@mounting to $15,646. 


The report shows an increase in val- 
uation of buildings over last year of 
$2,887,863. Last year’s report showed 


buliding to the amount of $15,615,083. 


The receipts of the Bullding Superin- 
tendent’s office for the year amounted 
to $41,222.95, and the expenditures were 
$27,746.24. 

The report says: “The following 
figures will serve to illustrate the tre- 
mendous growth of our city. ng 
we have erected a 
total of 174,646 feet, or about thirtr- 
three miles of buildings. These figures 
represent the frontage only and do nol 
inelude additions oor out-buiidings, 
such as barns, stables or sheds." 

In this report Mr. Backus recom- 
mends the appointment of 4 permanent 
Board of Appeals to which all ques- 
tions not covered by the ordinance 
could be referred and decided at once, 
aa it is impossible to frame any ordi- 
mance to cover all contingencies which 
@rise, or, if it were found inadvisable 
to do this. then the Board of Public 
Works and the Chief Inspector of 
Butidings should be given some discre- 
tionary powers which they might exer- 
cise under certain conditions. 

The suggestion is also made that the 
time has arrived when the city 
must install as an absolute neces- 
sity a laboratory for testing the vari- 
ous kinds of material used tn the con- 
struction of buildings. 

Another interesting suggestion is 
that the city make provision for the 
erection of a small building of rein- 
forced concrete, made of local materi- 
ais, to be given a fire test. so that it 
might be determined with some de- 
gree of accuracy just what the condi- 
tions would be in case a great fire 
should sweep the city. In this connec- 
tion the report of the Chief Inspector 


says: | 

“We confess that there exists in our 
minds a considerable uncertainty as to 
what might happen if the concrete as 
constituted when mixed according to 
our ordinance was subjected to an in- 
tense heat and then had a stream of 
turned upon it under*a very 
strong pressure. 

“Thies uncertainty arises from the 
fact that our sand. gravel and rock are 
of a erainite formation, and as we 


know granite itself will not stand any 


great heat we would therefore very 
much like to determine definitely just 
what it would do under the condi- 
tions named.” - 

The report calls attention to the im- 
Rrovement in the matter of fire protec- 
aon in the larger buildings, and states 
that since April of this year permits 
nave been issued for 130 new fire es- 
capes, tie greater portion of which 
have been placed upon old buildings 
where no escapes existed before, or, If 
they dif exist were totally inadequate. 


streets on which improvement ‘s 
planned but which have fine rows of 
trees directiy in line of the curbs or 
gutters.

The Board decided to 
make a tour of favestigation, and 
wherever possible it will arrange to 
save the. trees. 


Drainage for Euclid Heights. 

The City Fngineer yesterday recom- 
mended to the Board of Public Works 
that a large culvert be bullt- for drain- 
age under Lanfranco street and Bell 
street om Euclid Heights pr ratory 
to the street improvements which are 
to be started soon on both of these 
thoroughfares. He recommends that 
this culvert be built Dy funds raised 
on an assessment district, but the 
Board wishes the district limited to a 
small-area, and the final disposition 
of the case is held for a report m 
Assessment Clerk Schreiber. 


The Gas Troubles. 

The Board of Public Works has 

asked the City Attorney to. advise it 
as to its authority to investigate the 
gas shortage in this city and the lia- 
oility of the gas company for the 
troubles and menace to health arising 
from this shortage. City Gas Inspec- 
tor Read has been gathering data to 
t has legal power to make an investi- 
gation. “The question arises as to 
whether the gas company has ¢xer- 
cised due discretion in providing an 
adequate reserve supply.” said Presi- 
dent Anderson yesterday. ‘There is no 
doubt that the gas shortage has been 
the means of great annoyance, some 
suffering, and it has also been a men- 
ace to health. We shall be guided by 
the advice of the City Attorney as to 
what investigation shall be made.” 


Monthly Aqueduct Report. . 
The second. monthly report of the 
Bureau of the Los Angeles Aqueduct 
was sent to the Board of Public Works 
yesterday. The monthly summary 
shows that $650,223.50 was the amount 
of funds available. And that the ex- 
penditures were $28,727.89, with bills 
outstanding approximated at $1000. 
Detailed reports were received from 
chiefs of parties In the field. This 
work has been confined to running 
preliminary lines. No detail« of gen- 
eral interest are found in these sub- 
reports. 


Would Open Weyse Street.

MOTHERS, NOT SCHOOLS NEEDED 


ing session of the Baptist convention, 
following the reports on “Christian 
and Ministerial Bducation” and “Re- 
port on Seminary,” made a strong plea 
for more religious home instruction, 
and asserted that no college or univer- 


faith than a religious mother. 

After stating that a public schooi 
was his alma mater and that he knew 
nothing of colleges except from the 
outside, Dr. Burdette sali that he had 
little enthusiasm for denominational 
schools, merely because they are de- 
nominational, but that he has an ado- 
ration for any good school and looks 
with envy upon any man who has won 
his way through college. Continuing, 
he said: 

“I do not’ think the higher schools 
have very great influence in shaping 
the religious opinions of students. If 
a child has had proper religious train- 
ing and instruction at home, in, say, a 
Baptist family. taught by a Godly 
father, a religious mother, until he is 
17 or 18, I don’t care very much what 
kind of a school he attends after that. 
His religious character is formed in 
the best theological seminary in all 
this world, by that time. 

“And, if Christian parents relegate 
the religious training of their children 
to the schools—I don’t care what king 
of schools—the blood of the children’s 
souls be on the heads of father and 
mother. Give us plenty of good Bap- 
tist homes; and the other denomina- 
tions may have the schools. 

“Train up a child in the way he 
should go; and when he is old he will 
not depart from it. Thien the home 
really has the entire training of the 
child—the training that is stronger 
than his education. For he ceases to 
be a child before he enters college. And 
his training is completed. The sap- 
ling has got its bent. Already the 
wax which received the impression 
has begun to harden into bronze. 
“No school, then, can ever take the 
Place of the home ih religious educa- 
tion. The High School may carry the 
child farther in mathematics and ge- 
ography than father and mother have 
ever gone. The college will carry the 
boy or girl out of sight of the home- 
teaching in psychology, Latin and 
Greek, rhetoric, higher mathematics 
and logic. The university wil! take the 
Student into worlds of erudition, the 
very names of which are unheard of 
and unpronounceable in the dear and 
simple homeland. And the seminary 
will conduct him into mazes of criti- 
cism, theory and interpretation, but 
dimly and vaguely understood, even in 
Chicago. 

“But no college, university or semi- 
nary will ever teach boy or girl a 
purer love, a higher faith, a deeper 
zeal and a simpler understanding than 
he was taught «t home by teachers 
whose minds were rich only in love. 
And these are the things that endure. 
Samuel's training began before he 
was weaned. Had the old priest had 
the whole training of him, he had 
grown up in the house of God, a God- 
less and a reprobate man, like the 
sons of the priest. He was not the 
product of the Tabernacle. He was a 
mother’s boy. ‘Training’ is better 
than education. 

“What we need is not more semi- 
naries, avid not more denominational 
colleges. We need more ‘mothers.’ | 
The great altars of brass before the 
temple, and the golden altars of in- 
cense in the holy place, and the pre- 
cious Ark of the Covenant it- 
self, in the Holy of Hollies, can never 
take the place of the simple family al- 
tar. The priest, whose brain is a mine 
of learning. whose heart is devoted 
and consecrated to the cause of Chris- 
tlan education, can never teach the 
boy or girl as mother can—can never 
train up your child, mother, as you 
can, if you will. 

“The home altar is the fountain head 
of religious education. ‘Train up a 
child.’ That’s what you do with a 
soldier. You don't give him a book 
from which to learn his manual! of 
arms and the school of the soldier. 
The sergeant takes his gun from him 
and shows him how. Shows him how 
to stand. Shows him how to walk. 
Does everything for him and makes 
him do it exactly like his instructor, 
until by and by it is easier fur the 
erect and 
statuesque, than it is to stand like a 
loafer. -It 1s easier for him to doa 
things than incorrectly. And 
he looks @ike a soldier, not because he 
has been taught to iook like one, but 
because he ‘= one.”

TATIONAL ISSUES. 

The New York World, with a 
wisdom worthy of an asylum for 
weak-minded children, says about the 
President's message to (Qongress: 
“Comparing Mr. Bryan’s Madison 
Square Garden speech with Mr. Roose- 
velt’s message to Congress, the reader 
is forced to the conclusion that if Mr. 
Roosevelt would advocate tariff re- 
vision and Mr. Bryan would stop ad- 
vocating government ownership of 
railroads, they would be substantially 
in accord.” 
Very well. 


Also, so be it. The 


States have seldom had two princi- 
ples of overwhelming importance on 
which to divide them at one and the 
same time. Going back to the very 
beginning of the government, the con: 
tention between the Tories and the 
Patriots was on the one side whether 
we should go on paying taxes to the 
home government without the right 
of representation and apntinue to obey 
governors sent over from England, 
backed with hireling Hessian spears, 
or, lining with the Patriots, should 
brave all the dangers of a terribly un- 
equal war for the sake of setting up 
a government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people, after hav- 
ing thrown off the unequal yoke placed 


upon our necks by the _ so-called 
mother country. 
Then came the great struggle be- 


tween the two great national parties 
for slavery or free soil. At the very 
birth of the government the question 
of a protective tariff arose, but the 
people were so generally of one ac- 
cord about that that no division was 
possible. When Alexander Hamilton, 
the leader of the Tory party, flung 
his fi to the political breeze, with 
the legend, “Protection and encour- 
agement to American  industries,”’ 
—— Jefferson, the leader of the 

publican party (for Jefferson's 
party was never called Democratic,) 
replied, “For every step the Federal- 
ists take in this direction the Repub- 
licans will take two.” At a somewhat 
later period, Calhoun, author of the 
nullification movement, took the stand 
outright for absolute free trade, but 
the American people were so strongly 
of the contrary opinion that the con- 
tention comparatively died out. In 
the fight against making chattels of 
human flesh and selling it under the 
hammer like sides of dead beef, the 
Republican party took the right side,, 
as it always has done. j 
This contention of the two parties 
fnally led up to the Civil War and 
during that terrible conflict all other 
issues were buried in order to fight 
out the single contention whether the 
Union should be preserved or be bro- 
ken to fragments. Here again the 
Republican party was on the right 
side and the Democratic party on the 
wrong side. 

When the war was over and the 
Union definitely preserved forever, the 
tariff question arose again, not a 
question between protection to Amer- 
ican industries and free trade of the 
Calhoun type, but simply the conten. 
tion as to how the details of protec- 
tion to American industries should be 
put in force. There was, of course, 
a large element in the Democratic 


or as near that as conditions would | 
permit us to go. But by Northern 
Democrats’ like Spinola of Utica and 
Archie Bliss of New York City, with 
Sam Randall of Pennsylvania and oth- 
ers aiding, the party was kept from 
entering upon a free trade crusade in 
one campaign after another. The 
platform on which Grover Cleveland 
was elected in 1884 was written by 
Randall of Pennsylvania and was dis- 
tinctively a protective measure. Four 
years later, Cleveland ran himself on 
his famous free woo! platform and was 
defeated. 

When Cleveland was reélected in 
1892 and the Wilson tariff bill took 
thirteen months to go through both 
houses of Congress, the Democratic! 
President proclaimed it treachery to 
the Democratic party because it was 
not near enough to free trade; and 
yet, shorn of its mischief so greatly 
as it was by the intervention of such 
men as Senator Gorman of Maryland 
and Senator Hill of New York, it 
wrought such injury to American in- 
dustries that it settled forever all 
controversy about free trade unless 
the Democratic party at some future 
time will go to the insane asylum 
for their standard-bearer. . 

In 1896, while the Cleveland tariff 
had a great deal to do with the result 
of that campaign, the great subject 
dividing the public mind was whether 
our financial system should find a 
basis on dual coihage of silver and 
gold at an antiquated and impossible 
ratio. or our industries should be sus- 
tained by the soundest and most virile 
financial policy ‘in the world. The in- 
telligence of the American people very 
soon settied the question. Even the 
horse sense of the farmer knew that 
a single horse which was willing and 
strong was better to pul a load than 
a team in which the other horse balked 
and pulled backward. The idea of 
going into the market with an ounce 
of gold and buying with that thirty- 
five ounces of silver, then coining this 
silver bar into. sixteen instead of 
thirty-five dollars and putting it out 
into the world alongside of an equal 
number of dollars in gold, which had 
bought the silver at the rate of 45 
cents an ounce, Was very soon discard- 
ed as an impossibility by the Ameri- 
can people. 
_§$o it has always been. Our na- 
tional parties have never been di- 
vided on more than one or two great 
issues at the same time. The two 
that the New York World sneers at 
as matters of insignificance go to 
ithe very ‘root of our whole economical 
system. There is only one way to 
take the tariff question out of politics 
and so to prevent its being an issue 
of the first importance between the 
two parties, and that is for the Dem- 
ocrats to give up the whole con- 
troversy, proclaim that they have been 
wrong for fifty or sixty years, and 
grossly wrong during the -last ten 
‘years, whne the Republican position 


on this question has always been 
right. 
Just as long as the Democratic 


party remains under the control of 
men like Bryan and Hearst, just so 
long will about 65 per cent. of the 
American people stand pat for a pro- 
tective tariff. The tariff schedules 
will need revision from time to time. 
This is not a time when such a pro- 
cedure would be either necessary or 
safe. othing is suffering. The in- 
dustries of the country are exceedingly 
prosperous. The only people who 
want revision of the tariff at the 
present time are a few Yankees who 
import hides into Massachusetts and 
are making enough money but are too 
greedy to be satisfied, and a few farm- 
ers in lowa who want to get their 
plows once every two years 25 cents 
less apiece. Gov. Cummins, the leader 
of the tariff reform movement, had to

+ made to arrange a siliding scale 
which will make it lawful to increase 
@ man’s pay as the period of his serv- 
fee increases until he finally shall re- 
ceive at least $100 per month.
